in 
public 
buildings and th o u sa n d s o f 
others 
w ere in private hom es or hotels.

storm left residents virtually d e sti­ 
tute, Red C ro ss c a n teen s w ere fu r n ­ 
ish in g m eals, a s well a s 
clothing, 
b la n k ets and shelter. 
N o lo o tin g had been reported, due, 
it was believed, to foresight of a u ­ 


thorities in 'arranging for adequate 
patrol of the devastated area. 
All 
available members of the city police 
fo r c e o f 1,500, the entire 
M issouri 
N ational Cfuard and the sixth in fa n ­ 
try from Jefferson B arracks 
were 
doing patrol duty. 
Sw arm s of pedestrians filled 
the 
streets in the area of 
six 
square 
miles which was worst affected 
by 
the storm. They came to view 
the 
wreckage out of curiosity and 
no 
disorder w as reported. 
Although much of the city 
was 
still dark last night and little had 
been done tow ard clearing aw ay the 
debris, hundreds of the 
partially 
wrecked 
'houses 
and 
apartm ent 
buildings were occupied. 
The night was* warm and clear and 
beds were improvised on 
.porches, 
roofs and in rooms from which the 
outside walls had been torn by the 
tornado. 
Red Cross officials declared today 
there w as no suffering and all 
in 
need of aid had been taken care of. 
Almost all of tjie bodies o f iden­ 
tified dead had been removed from 
a tem porary morgue in the basement 
of the C ity hospital. Dozens of fun­ 
erals were to be held today.

Tin* P acke rs a r e persistently 
bearing the market, the fresh meat 
tra d e being the fa c to r that is m ain ­ 
taining prices. The usual Fall runs 
a re apparently a bit late in develop­ 
ing.

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 1—<U.R>—With 


state and federal troops on guard 
and fully organized Kwl Cross forc- 
es aiding in relief, St. Louis today 
began the work of repairing $50,- 
000,000 damage caused by the tor- 
nado of Thursday afternoon. 


The casualty list continued 
to 


increase and it was believed 
the 


number of dead may reach 100. 
Eighty-nine bodies have been 
i 


covered, a few more may be in the 
wreckage of buildings which 
were 


destroyed by the wind and several of 
the 500 or more seriously 
injui'ed 


were in critical condition. 


Hundreds- were housed in tempor- 


ary quarters arranged 
in public 


buildings and thousands of 
others 


were in private homes or hotels. It 
was estimated between 5,500 and 
6,<JOO homes were destroyed. 


In poorer districts, -where 
the 


storm left residents virtually desti- 
tute, Bed Cross canteens were furn- 
ishing meals, as well as 
clothing, 


blankets and shelter. 


No looting had been reported, due, 


it was believed, to foresight of au- 
thorities in 'arranging for- adequate 
patrol of the devastated area. All 
available members- of the city police 
force of 1,500, the entire 
Missouri 


National Guard and the sixth infan- 
try from Jefferson Barracks 
were 


doing patrol duty. 


Swarms-of pedestrians filled the 


streets in the area of six square 
miles which was worst, affected 
by 


the storm. They came to view the 
wreckage out of curiosity and no 
disorder was reported. 


Although much of the city 
was 


still dark last night and little had 


done toward clearing away the 


uiidreds of the 
partially 


wrcckea \houses 
and apartment 


buildings were occupied. 


The night was warm and clear and 


lieds were improvised on '-^porches, 
roofs and in rooms from which the 
outside walls had been torn by the 
tornado.
